Shri Dharmavir was born on 30th November, 
1936 at Allahabad m Uttar Piades®S He received 
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school education in a local village school and later 
obtained the degrees of Master of Arts and LLB. 
from the University of Allahabad. He practised as 
an Advocate in AUahabad, He entered public life 
when he was elected to the first Corporation ol 
Allahabad in 1959. He was later elected to the 
AUahabad Zila Paiishad in 1962. 

He entsred the Legislative As.sembly in Uttar Pra¬ 
desh in 1967 from MEJA reserved constituency and 
was re-elected in 1969 and again in 1974 from 
MANJHANPUR reserved constituency. He served 
the Uttar Pradesh Government in various capacities 
a;s Minister of State in the Ministry of Transport in 
1969, as Minister for Food and Civil Supplies in 
1970 and as Home Minister in 1976. 

He joined Rajya Sabha in July, 1980. He was 
inducted into the Union Council of Ministers on 


15th January, J9S2 as Deputy Minister'in Ministry 
of Labour iind was elevated as Minister of State in 
the Ministry of Labour and Rehabilitation on 29th 
January, 1983. 

Shri Dharamvir had an abiding interest in the 
welfare of Harijans and the weaker sections of the 
community. He served with distinction on a variety 
of public assignments. He was Chairman of Central 
Board of Trustees of the Employees Provident Fund 
Organisation and the Standing Committee of Emp¬ 
loyees State Insurance Corporation. 

As a Minister, Shri Dharmavir worked with dedi¬ 
cation and served the country unremittingly. His 
death has caused a grievous loss to the Government 
and the people of India.
